S. African wins World 
Press Photo award 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - A portrait of 
an Afghan woman disfigured 
as punishment for abandon¬ 
ing her marital home won the 
2010 World Press Photo 
award for South African Jodi 
Bieber, organisers said yes¬ 
terday. Two AFP photogra¬ 
phers, Olivier Laban-Mattei 
and Christophe Archambault 
were also honouredd for their 
work. 

First appearing on the 
front page of Time Magazine 
on August 1, 2010, Bieber's 
photograph shows Afghani 
Bibi Aisha staring into the 
lense, her nose and ears 
hacked off by members of the 
Taliban who accused her of 
abandoning her husband. 

’’This could become one 
of those pictures — and we 
have maybe just 10 in our 
lifetime — where if somebody 
says: ’you know, that picture 
of a girl’, you know exactly 
which one they’re talking 
about,” jury chairman David 
Burnett was quoted as saying 
in a statement issued by the 
awards committee. 

Aisha had fled back to her 
family home complaining of 


violent treatment at the hands 
of her husband. 

The shot of the 18-year- 
old, her black shoulder- 
length hair partly covered by 
a purple headscarf, also won 
in the category ’’Portraits.” 

After she was disfigured, 
Aisha was rescued by aid 
workers and American sol¬ 
diers and later underwent re¬ 
constructive surgery in the 
United States, where she now 
lives. 

Frenchman Faban-Mattei 
won the category ’’General 
Information” with a photo se¬ 
ries on the January 2010 
earthquake in Haiti. One of 
his pictures shows a man 
throwing the corpse of a dead 
child onto a pile of dead bod¬ 
ies at a hospital morgue. 

His compatriot Christophe 
Archambault came third in 
the category ’’Nature” for a 
series on the erupting vol¬ 
cano Bromo, in Java. 

Organisers said a record 
number of 108,059 images 
was submitted for this year’s 
contest. A total of 5,847 pho¬ 
tographers took part, repre¬ 
senting 125 different natio¬ 
nalities. 


Mubarak falls as million 
march 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - Egypt¬ 
ian strongman Hosni Mubarak 
was forced to cede power to a 
junta of senior military com¬ 
manders yesterday after more 
than a million furious demon¬ 
strators took to the streets. 

News of the regime’s col¬ 
lapse whipped rapidly across 
Cairo, sparking an eruption of 
joy and joyous chants of, ”We 
the people have overthrown 
the regime!” 

A grim-faced and ashen 
Vice President Omar Suleiman 
announced the handover on 
state television after an ex¬ 
traordinary national outpour¬ 
ing of rage brought vast 
crowds into the streets in cities 
across the country. 

’’President Mohammed 
Hosni Mubarak has decided to 
leave the post of president of 
the republic and has tasked the 
Supreme Council of the Armed 
Forces to manage the state’s af¬ 
fairs,” Suleiman said. 

The new man in the strong¬ 
man's shoes is Field Marshall 
Mohammed Hussein Tantawi, 
chairman of the military coun¬ 
cil and a 75-year-old veteran 
who has always been consid¬ 
ered a close ally of Mubarak. 

The statement appeared to 


bring an end to constitutional 
rule in Egypt and invest power 
in a group of generals repre¬ 
senting a military that has long 
been the power behind the 
throne in the Arab world's 
most populous country. 

Earlier, the 82-year-old 
strongman had flown out of 
Cairo to his holiday retreat at 
Sharm el-Sheikh on the Red 
Sea, his ruling party said. 

As news spread, cries of 
"Allahu Akbar” — God is 
greatest! — and howls of vic¬ 
tory rang out in the streets of 
the capital, firecrackers ex¬ 
ploded, dancing broke out and 
women ululated their joy. 

Egypt's powerful Islamist 
opposition group the Muslim 
Brotherhood hailed Mubarak's 
resignation and thanked the 
army. 

" We salute the great people 
of Egypt in their battle,” Essam 
el-Erian, a senior Brotherhood 
leader and spokesman told 
AFR "We salute the army, 
which kept its promises. 

In Tahrir Square several 
protesters fainted with the 
emotion of the moment fol¬ 
lowing two weeks of protest. 

Elsewhere in Cairo, gun¬ 
shots, fireworks and the rhyth-

ORANJESTAD - The im¬ 
port statistics for the month 
of January give a positive in¬ 
dication of a marked im¬ 
provement in the island 
economy and the expecta¬ 
tions for the coming year are 
optimistic. There is an in¬ 
crease in the registration of 
20 ft and 40 ft containers, 
compared to the same month 
last year. 

In 2010, 914 containers of 
different sizes were pro¬ 
cessed in January, equivalent 
to 1514 TEU (Twenty-feet 
Equivalent Unit,) the stan¬ 
dard for describing a ship's 
cargo carrying capacity, and 
a shipping terminal's cargo 


handling capacity. A standard 
forty-foot (40x8x8 ft) con¬ 
tainer equals two TEUs (each 
20x8x8 feet). 

As of January 31, 2011, 
1236 containers were pro¬ 
cessed, which demonstrates 
an increase to 2074 TEU. 
Judging by the recovery of 
the tourism industry as indi¬ 
cated by reservations for the 
rest of the year, coupled with 
the reopening of Valero Re¬ 
finery Aruba and the com¬ 
merce this generates, it looks 
as if 2011 will be a very busy 
year for Aruba’s ports and 
quite positive for the island’s 
economy. 


EU funding for Dutch 
microfinance

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Thee Netherlands has 
become the first EU member 
state to receive EU funding 
for providing microfinance. 
The European Investment 
Fund is making €2 million 
available, says Dutch Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs Minister 
Maxime Verhagen. He an¬ 
nounced the news yesterday, 
accompanied by Princess 


Maxima, who is a prominent 
advocate of microfinance. 

Small-scale start-up initia¬ 
tives can apply for a mi¬ 
croloan from Qredits, a 
Dutch microfinance organi¬ 
sation. Since its foundation in 
2009, Qredits has granted 
over 1100 loans, with a total 
value of almost €23 million. 
The EU funding comes in ad¬ 
dition to financing that Qred¬ 
its already received from a 
number of major banks and 
the Dutch government. 

Borrowing money from 
Qredits is slightly different to 
borrowing money from a 
bank. There is a maximum of 
€35,000 and the organisation 
also provides special coaches 
who can help fledgling busi¬ 
nesses find their feet. Qredits 
also places a greater empha¬ 
sis on lending to the unem¬ 
ployed or people who have 
been in debt in the past. 


Editorial 



It is no secret; Aruba 
is right in step with 
practically all the 
most recent world in¬ 
novations. We have 
all the newest elec¬ 
tronic gadgets on the 
market; we get them 
here within weeks, 
sometimes even days 
after they hit the in¬ 
ternational markets. 

By any standard, this 
is good for our econ¬ 
omy and for diversi¬ 
fication. 

We are also faced 
with some of the 
negative consequences that 
some of these new inventions 
bring. For example, who 
would have thought that the 
birth of Electronic Games, 
like the Ninetendo genre, 
would be the culprit of chil¬ 
dren’s addiction to electronic 
games, which could hurt their 
performance at school! Or 
that the new cell phones, 
equipped with everything but 
a TV screen, would be the 
cause of early deafness 
among young people because 
of their use of loud screaming 
cell phone earplugs in each 
ear for hours on end. 

We are definitely not bash¬ 
ing any of the new gadgets, 
for each has its place of im¬ 
portance and do contribute to 
a more efficient daily man¬ 
agement of our lives and 
businesses. However, it may 
be wise for us to stop a mo¬ 
ment and take stock of how 
we are using some of them. 
We should do a quick scan of 
whether or not we are using 
them to enhance our lives, in¬ 
deed, or if we are succumb¬ 
ing to the adverse affect they 
have on us in subtle ways. 

Take for example, the new 
digital billboards that are 
springing up everywhere. 
This has become the newest 
and most innovative way to 
do public marketing. In the 
days when we hand painted 
billboards to advertise a prod¬ 
uct or service, Aruba had just 
a sprinkling of them at strate¬ 
gic points on the island. They 
were just enough not to create 
a menace to traffic, nor to be 
eye sores to motorists or oth¬ 
ers using our streets and high¬ 
ways. They were all done in 
good taste with great care and 
professionalism. We even 
used some of them as land¬ 
marks or direction posts for 
finding certain locations on 
the island. People would 
commonly say, for example 
...’’take a left at the big 
WIMCO sign and you’ll find 
it at the corner.” 

But, today, it’s as if, we 
have little or no regard any¬ 


more for the safety of our 
motorists or for preserving 
the beauty of the Aruban 
serene landscapes. Our 
serene landscape is not lim¬ 
ited to the waterfront areas or 
to the so called Tourist loca¬ 
tions.’ Our landscape in¬ 
cludes every site on the 
island, even those places 
where homes and business 
are located, in the city area 
and on the outskirts. 

Aruba has jumped on the 
bandwagon of digital adver¬ 
tising. Digital billboards are 
obviously, a very vivid and 
clearly visible form of get¬ 
ting a product or service in 
the public’s eye. And, that is 
literally what has happened, 
they have gotten into our 
eyes, so much so that they 
have ceased to have the ef¬ 
fect intended! One or two 
digital billboards strategi¬ 
cally positioned that do not 
distract motorists would be 
extremely effective. But 
when these multiply, as they 
have almost overnight, and 
are placed practically at 
every major intersection, 
they loose their appeal and 
effectiveness. 

Oversaturation of this sort 
can be rather obnoxious. 
Motorists have begun to 
complain about their night¬ 
time visibility because of 
these billboards. The ex¬ 
tremely sharp colorful flick¬ 
ering lights are blinding to 
motorists and pedestrians. 
Some complain of their in¬ 
ability to distinguish 
whether they are approach¬ 
ing police warning lights or 
an accident seen with flash¬ 
ing lights or one of those nu¬ 
merous billboards. 

In Holland they have what 
they call a “milliuevervuil- 
ing” law. This is a law against 
anything that can be consid¬ 
ered detrimental to a clean 
environment. We can all con¬ 
cur on the fact that too much 
of anything becomes a clutter 
and distasteful. Too many 
digital billboards can be con¬ 
sidered distasteful and ob¬ 


noxious. They lose their ef¬ 
fectiveness. 

Motorists to whom they 
are targeted lose interest and 
no longer read what is pro¬ 
jected, because as they put 
it....”I’m tired of seeing the 
same things at every cor¬ 
ner...too much, too much 
bright light, I can’t watch 
them anymore!” 

Innovation is great and 
we must keep up with the 
times, we cannot lag behind. 
However, we must be pru¬ 
dent and very wise as to how 
we handle innovation. We 
dare not get carried away 
with the new gadgets and 
forget our obligation to be 
good neighbors to those who 
live with us. Being good 
neighbors mean we cannot 
blind the eyes of our neigh¬ 
bors with excessively bright 
lights, and clutter their visi¬ 
bility with obstacles at every 
major intersection. The 
Morning News definitely ap¬ 
plauds every effort to im¬ 
prove the way we do 
business on Aruba, and 
going digital is an interesting 
improvement. We must pre¬ 
serve a good thing and use it 
to our advantage. Digital 
billboards may be the new 
way to advertise. However, 
as we think of the size of the 
island, and on our already 
congested main roads, the 
question raised is ...do we 
need a moratorium on digital 
billboards now?

Activists on Facebook need 
more protection: senator 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Scientists 
in Australia say they are en¬ 
couraged by initial results of 
a revolutionary ’’thinking 
cap” that aims to promote 
creativity by passing low lev¬ 
els of electricity through the 
brain. 

The device, which con¬ 
sists of two conductors fas¬ 
tened to the head by a rubber 
strap, significantly boosted 
results in a simple arithmetic 
test, they said. 

Three times as many peo¬ 
ple who wore the ’’thinking

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Facebook has become an im¬ 
portant tool for democracy 
and human rights activists 
and it needs to do more to 
protect them, including al¬ 
lowing the use of pseudo¬ 
nyms, a US senator said 
Thursday. 

’’Recent events in Egypt 
and Tunisia have again high¬ 
lighted the significant costs 
and benefits of social net¬ 
working technology like 
Facebook to democracy and 
human rights activists,” Sen¬ 
ator Dick Durbin said in a let¬ 
ter to Facebook co-founder 
and chief executive Mark 
Zuckerberg. 

"I commend you for pro¬ 
viding an important tool to 
democracy and human-rights 
activists,” the Democrat from 
Illinois said. 

’’However, as millions of 
people around the world use 
Facebook to exercise their 
freedom of expression, I am 
concerned that the company 
does not have adequate safe¬ 
guards in place to protect 
human rights and avoid being 
exploited by repressive gov¬ 
ernments,” Durbin said. 

’’Facebook has facilitated 
efforts by activists to organ¬ 
ize demonstrations and pub¬ 
licize human-rights abuses,” 
he said. 

”At the same time, the 
Egyptian and Tunisian gov¬ 
ernments have reportedly 
used Facebook to monitor ac¬ 
tivists, which is surely aided 
by Facebook's refusal to 
allow activists to use pseudo¬ 


nyms,” the senator said, cit¬ 
ing Belarus, China, and Iran 
as other countries using so¬ 
cial networking to track ac¬ 
tivists. 

Durbin repeated a call for 
Facebook, which has nearly 
600 million users, to join the 
Global Network Initiative 
(GNI), which has drafted a 
voluntary code of conduct to 
protect human rights and 
whose members include 
Google, Microsoft and 
Yahoo! 

Responding to the sena¬ 
tor's letter, Andrew Noyes, a 
Facebook spokesman, said 
’’the trust people place in us is 
the most important part of 
what makes Facebook work. 

”As demonstrated by our 
response to threats in Tunisia, 
we take this trust seriously 
and work aggressively every 
single day to protect people,” 
he said. 

As for pseudonyms, 
Noyes said: "Facebook has 
always been based on a real 
name culture, and we funda¬ 
mentally believe this leads to 
greater accountability and a 
safer and more trusted envi¬ 
ronment for people who use 
the service.” 

Referring to the appeal to 
join GNI, Noyes said, ”as 
Facebook grows, we’ll ab¬ 
solutely be considering 
which groups we can actively 
participate in but it's impor¬ 
tant to remember that our 
global operations are still 
small, with offices in only a 
handfiil of countries.”

20 dead of swine flu in China in 2011: ministry 

BEIJING (AFP) - At least 20 people have died of swine flu 
in China this year, the health ministry said, but officials said 
there was no reason to panic even as the flu season reaches 
its peak. 

The fatalities from A(H1N1) influenza have been recorded 
in at least nine locations since mid-January, the ministry said 
Swine flu has killed more than 18,400 people and affected 
practically all parts of the world since it was uncovered in 
Mexico and the United States in April 2009, according to the 
World Health Organization. 

Countries must do more to fight alcohol abuse: 
WHO 

GENEVA (AFP) - The World Health Organisation warned 
that too few countries were taking steps to prevent alcohol 
abuse and raised alarm bells over major increases in alcohol 
consumption in Africa and Asia. 

Since 1999, when the agency first began to sound its warning 
against alcohol abuse, 34 countries have introduced some 
policies to cut the harmful use of alcohol. 

These include restrictions on alcohol marketing and drink 
driving, but "there are no clear trends on most preventive 
measures," noted the agency. 

The UN agency said it was particularly worried about Africa 
and Southeast Asia, where consumption had shown "marked 
increases." 

Toll from dengue mounts in Latin America: 

MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - An outbreak of dengue fever across 
much of Latin America has killed 31 people since the start of 
the year and is showing no sign of relenting. 

There is no vaccine for dengue, a mosquito-borne viral dis¬ 
ease endemic to tropical regions across the world, including 
Asia and Africa. 

In 2010 the disease killed 1,187 people across Latin America, 
according to Pan American Health Organization (PAHO) fig¬ 
ures. Some 1.8 million cases were detected, the PAHO said.

DNA tests could also accidentally reveal 
incest 



PARIS,France (AFP) - DNA 
tests designed to pinpoint devel¬ 
opment disorders in children 
can also inadvertently reveal 
whether a child was conceived 
through incest, a letter published 
by The Lancet warned. 

Doctors led by Arthur 
Beaudet at Baylor College of 
Medicine in Houston, Texas, 
said the discovery opens thorny 
ethical and legal problems for 
clinicians. 

The test, known as DNA mi¬ 
croarray analysis, looks for pat¬ 
terns of single changes in the 


genetic code that can point to 
known disorders. 

But the patterns can also re¬ 
veal details about the donor's 
parentage without the parents 
having to undergo a test. 

The letter gives the example 
of a three-year-old boy with 
multiple development problems 
where there was a telltale homo¬ 
geneity, or a lack of variation, at 
key points in his chromosomes. 

"These regions accounted 
for about a quarter of the 
genome — a finding most con¬ 
sistent with the child having 


been conceived by first-degree 
relatives," the letter said. 

"Disabilities are known to be 
frequent in children bom of in¬ 
cestuous parentage." 

The discovery poses a 
dilemma for doctors that will 
amplify as microarray analysis 
becomes used more widely, the 
authors said. 

In some jurisdictions, a doc¬ 
tor is required to report a likely 
incestuous relationship to the 
police or child protection serv¬ 
ices if the mother of the child is 
a minor. 

In cases where the mother is 
an adult, the doctor's legal obli¬ 
gation is less clear, although 
there remains ethical concerns 
about whether she had been a 
victim of sexual abuse by her 
father or a brother. 

The letter calls on medical 
institutions to compile a list of 
guidelines for doctors, drawing 
on the expertise of geneticians 
and ethics committees. 


Strokes up among younger US population: 
study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Stroke hospitalizations among 
Americans under 45, particu¬ 
larly teenage boys and men 
under 34, rose dramatically be¬ 
tween 1994 and 2007 but fell 
among older people, said a 
study. 

Researchers said they could 
not speculate on the cause, 
since the study only examined 
the number of hospitalizations 
across age and gender, but that 
the results merit further inves¬ 
tigation of obesity and high 


blood pressure. 

CDC analysts found that 
stroke numbers had declined 
by 25 percent in men and by 29 
percent in women over age 45. 

But the good news ended 
there. The number of hospital¬ 
izations for ischemic stroke — 
a stroke caused by a vessel 
blockage that interferes with 
blood flow to the brain — rose 
51 percent in boys and men age 
15 to 34. 

The rate among girls and 
women age 15 to 34 rose 17 


percent in the same period. 

When it came to men age 
35-44, they saw a 47 percent 
increase in stroke hospitaliza¬ 
tions and a 36 percent increase 
among women of the same age 
group. 

Tong said medical profes¬ 
sionals should take note of the 
shift when treating stroke pa¬ 
tients, keeping in mind that 
younger people could benefit 
from a clot-busting tissue plas¬ 
minogen activator (tPA) within 
hours after a stroke.

Nokia joins forces with Microsoft in 

De Beers returns to profit in boom mobile phone 'war' 
year for diamonds 



JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AFP) - Diamond min¬ 
ing group De Beers reported a 
return to profit, saying a boom 
year in diamonds in 2010 had 
made it "highly cash generative 
and profitable." 

The world's largest diamond 
company reported sales of $5.9 
billion dollars (4.3 billion euros) 
in 2010, up from 3.8 billion dol¬ 
lars the year before, and a profit 
of 638 million dollars, up from 
a loss of 32 million dollars in 
2009. 

"2010 was an extraordinary 


year that saw De Beers rapidly 
move from stabilisation to 
strong recovery," the company's 
directors said in a statement. 

"The price of rough dia¬ 
monds has recovered strongly 
as confidence returned to most 
parts of the diamond pipeline." 

De Beers credited "extraor¬ 
dinary" growth in China and 
India and a better-than-expected 
retail performance in the United 
States during the holiday season 
with driving the rebound. 

But the London-based com¬ 
pany, which is owned 45 per¬ 
cent by Anglo American, 40 
percent by the Oppenheimer 
family and 15 percent by the 
government of Botswana, 
warned the diamond trade had 
not completely bounced back 
from the global financial crisis. 

"The industry is not back to 
pre-recessionary levels in terms 
of production or sales and a high 
degree of global uncertainty re¬ 
mains," it said.

Canadian Elop — a former 
Microsoft executive who in 
September became the first 
non-Finn to lead Nokia — also 
announced changes to Nokia's 
executive board and "substan¬ 
tial" job cuts. 

"Nokia is at a critical junc¬ 
ture, where significant change 
is necessary and inevitable in 
our journey forward," Elop 
said. 

"There will be substantial 
reductions in employment in 
various locations around the 
world," he told a press briefing 
in London, without giving fur¬ 
ther details. 

The announcements were 
met with sharp disappointment 
on the stock market, with in¬ 
vestors expecting more and 
with more details. 

Nokia's stock closed down 
14.22 percent to 7.00 euros 
($9.48) on a Helsinki stock ex¬ 
change down 0.70 percent. 

Speaking alongside Mi¬ 
crosoft chief executive Steven 
Ballmer, Elop said the mobile 
phone market had changed 
from a battle of devices to "a 
war of ecosystems." 

That war has proved diffi¬ 
cult for Nokia, which has over 
the past two years seen in¬ 
creasing competition in the lu¬ 
crative smartphone sector from 
Apple's iPhone, Research in 
Motion's (RIM)Blackberry and 
phones operated by Google's 
Android operating system. 

As part of its new part- 
nerhsip with Microsoft, Nokia 
smartphones will be adopting 
Microsoft's phone platform. 

"I think there was a recog¬ 
nition that for something to ef¬ 
fectively compete and 
ultimately win against Android 
and iPhone, it would require 
some big muscle," Elop said. 

Even though Elop's history 
with Microsoft had sparked 
speculation of some kind of 
cooperation, observers had 
also said Nokia could join 
forces with Google to get its 
hands on the suucessful An¬ 
droid operating system, partic¬ 
ularly as Microsoft's platform 
has also struggled against An¬ 
droid or the iPhone. 

Espirito Santo Investment 
Bank said the Android would 
have been a better choice. 

"We explored the Google 
ecosystem ... however we felt 
that we would have difficulty 


standing out of the crowd," 
Elop said, adding later that 
joining with Google would 
have felt like "giving up". 

"I think Nokia feels that 
with Microsoft, they have bet¬ 
ter ability to put some input 
into the situation and develop¬ 
ment," Handelsbanken analyst 
Martin Nilsson told AFP. 

Nokia itself said the gamble 
would take some time before it 
pays off, warning in a separate 
statement on Friday that 2011 
and 2012 will be "transition 
years" as the company gets the 
strategy up and running. 

In the meantime, it became 
clear that the company was in 
for a rocky short term. 

"The full-year prospects for 
its Devices & Services busi¬ 
ness are subject to significant 
uncertainties," said the com¬ 
pany, refusing to issue annual 
targets for 2011 and emphasiz¬ 
ing the effect on the long-term 
goals. 

In 2013, Nokia said the 
shake-up would start paying 
off, and expects their devices 
and services net sales to grow 
faster than the market. 

Technology research firm 
Gartner said Wednesday 
Nokia's global market share 
had tumbled to 28.9 percent in 
2010 from 36.4 percent in 
2009, having once topped 40 
percent. 

In a memo to staff that 
emerged Wednesday, Elop 
warned that Nokia was stand¬ 
ing on a burning platform," 
surrounded by a "blazing fire" 
of competition and that it 
needed to take radical action if 
it was to survive. 

The company announced 
1,800 job cuts last October out 
of its workforce of more than 
132,000 around the world, of 
which half are in the phone op¬ 
erations.

He's back! Arnold Schwarzenegger 
returns to movies 


LOS ANGELES, California - 
Arnold Schwarzenegger is 
changing his famous catch- 
phrase to "I'm back" from "I’ll 
be back." 

The former governor of 
California said that he was re¬ 
turning to his former role as a 
Hollywood action hero. 

"Exciting news," he wrote 
on Twitter. "My friends at 
CAA (Creative Artists Agency, 
his talent firm) have been ask¬ 
ing me for 7 years when they 
can take offers seriously. Gave 
them the green light today." 

The 63-year-old actor's two 
terms as governor of America's 
most populous state ended last 
month, leading to much spec¬ 
ulation as to whether he would 
upgrade to national political 
office or return to the silver 
screen. 

In between failed efforts to 
plug a state deficit now pegged 



at about $25 billion, 
Schwarzenegger took time to 
make a few movie cameos, 
most recently as a mercenary 
leader in pal Sylvester Stal¬ 
lone's hit action thriller "The 
Expendables." 

His movie career had been 
on the wane before he an¬ 
nounced a surprise bid for the 


governorship in 2003, running 
as a moderate Republican. 

Movies such as "End of 
Days" (1999), "The 6th Day" 
(2000) and "Collateral Dam¬ 
age" (2002) each failed to hit 
$100 million at the North 
American box office. Only 
when he reprised his title role 
in the third "Terminator" 
movie, in 2003, did he pull in 
blockbuster numbers. 

Schwarzenegger originated 
the ominous line "I'll be back" 
in the first "Terminator" film in 
1984, and it has become his 
trademark phrase for all occa¬ 
sions. 

He returns to film as Holly¬ 
wood suffers from a lack of 
brawny, laconic action men. 
The new breed of action hero 
is perhaps typified by Matt 
Damon, the mild-mannered 
headliner of the "Bourne" fran¬ 
chise. 


French first lady Bruni records new album in Paris 


PARIS,France (AFP) - French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy's 
wife Carla Bruni is currently 
recording her fourth album in 
Paris and not as reported in 
Los Angeles, her agent said. 

The supermodel-turned- 
pop star is writing the lyrics 
and the music for the new 
album,the release date for 
which has not yet been made 
public. Some press reports 
said she was planning to 
record the work in the United 
States. 

The French first lady's last 
album "Comme si de rien n'e- 
tait" ("As if Nothing Had Hap¬ 
pened"), a collection of 


folk-pop songs mostly penned 
by Bruni, was released in 2008 
and has sold about two million 
copies. 

Bruni made headlines last 
week when the Cannes film 
festival announced that a 
Woody Allen movie in which 
she has a tiny part would open 
the glitzy 10-day event. 

The romantic comedy 
"Midnight in Paris," with a 
starry cast that includes Oscar- 
winner Marion Cotillard and 
US actors Owen Wilson and 
Adrien Brody, will be shown 
out of competition at the 
world's most prestigious film 
bash. 



NY police sirens to whoop, not wail: report 



NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York's characteristic wailing 
police sirens will soon 
change to a powerful whoop¬ 
ing noise with sound waves 
that the public can actually 
feel, The Wall Street Journal 
reported. 

The screaming whine of 
police sirens is as much a part 
of New York's atmosphere as 
the skyscrapers and bagel 
carts. 

But that will change to a 
system called the Rumbler 
which mixes a low siren with 
a vibrating rumble that pedes¬ 


trians and drivers can feel. 

Robert Martinez, head of 
the New York Police Depart¬ 
ment's vehicle fleet, told the 
Journal that 500 cars will 
have the new siren by sum¬ 


mer. All newly commis¬ 
sioned vehicles will be fitted 
with the Rumbler until the 
whole fleet is equipped. 

"It actually reduces noise," 
he said.

NAGPUR (AFP) - New 
Zealand captain Daniel Vet- 
tori said Friday the recent 
one-day victories against 
Pakistan had restored some 
of their confidence ahead of 
the World Cup. 

New Zealand lost the 
home one-day series but 
managed to win two games 
against Pakistan to end an 11 - 
match losing streak which 
started with a triangular tour¬ 
nament in Sri Lanka last Au¬ 
gust. 

They were later blanked in 
one-day series in Bangladesh 
and India. 

’’Defeats in the last three 
series have affected our 
morale, but the wins against 
Pakistan have restored our 
confidence,” Vettori told re¬ 
porters in Nagpur on the eve 
of their warm-up game 
against Ireland. 

The New Zealand skipper 
said the experience of playing 


in Bangladesh and India 
would stand his team in 
good stead. 

”We have been play¬ 
ing in the sub-continent 
for some time and that 
has helped us gain more 
experience. We will 
focus on every match,” 
he said. 

Vettori was also 
banking on the expertise 
of newly-appointed 
coach John Wright, who 
helped India reach the 
2003 World Cup final in 
South Africa during his 
five-year stint with the 
team. 

’’John is an important 
asset for us. He has vast 
experience, knowledge 
of local conditions, 
crowd and people and 
therefore he will be a 
good coach for New 
Zealand,” said Vettori. 
New Zealand are in Group 
A with defending champions 
Australia, Pakistan, Sri 
Lanka, Zimbabwe, Canada 


and Kenya, with the top four 
teams advancing to the quar¬ 
ter-finals. 

They open their World 
Cup campaign on February 
20 against Kenya at Chennai 
in India. 
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World Cup bonus row is over - 
French federation 


PARIS, France(AFP) - The 
French Football Federation 
(FFF) announced on Friday 
that the debate over the 
France squad’s forfeit of their 
World Cup bonuses was ’’de¬ 
finitively closed”. 

’’The office of the federal 
council, which met this 
Thursday, February 10 under 
the chairmanship of (FFF 
president) Fernand Duchaus- 
soy, believes that the case of 
the 2010 World Cup bonuses 
is definitively closed,” read 
an FFF statement released on 


Friday. 

”To date, almost all the 
players present in South 
Africa last summer have offi¬ 
cially confirmed in writing 
their renunciation of the 
money they were owed for 
their image rights.” 

The FFF added that even 
the players who had not yet 
officially informed the FFF 
of their decision to give up 
the payments would be con¬ 
sidered to have abandoned 
their bonuses.

Ronaldo feeling 'phenomenal* 


MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid star striker Cristiano 
Ronaldo predicted Friday he 
will perform even better during 
the final stretch of the season 
than at the start, saying he feels 
’’phenomenal”. 

The 26-year-old Portuguese 
international became the first 
Real player to score 50 goals in 
only 51 league games after he 
scored twice during his side’s 
4-1 home win over Real So- 
ciedad on Sunday. 

He now sits top of the La 
Liga scoring charts this season 
alongside Barcelona’s Ar¬ 
gentina international Lionel 
Messi with 24 goals. 

”1 think I'm going to be bet¬ 
ter during the final phase of the 
championship than in the be¬ 
ginning. I feel better now than 



I did one or two months ago,” 
Ronaldo said during an inter¬ 
view with radio Cadena Ser. 

"The truth is that I feel phe¬ 
nomenal and I want that to be 
reflected on the pitch.” 

Real Madrid sit second 
place in Spain's top flight, 
seven points behind arch rivals 
Barcelona. 


Ronaldo also said becom¬ 
ing a father last year had been 
the "fulfillment of a life-long 
dream”.

Anelka was subsequently 
handed an 18-match interna¬ 
tional ban for his role in the 
affair, with Evra and Ribery 
banned for five and three 
games respectively. Jeremy 
Toulalan was also banned for 
one game.

She then sat out the after¬ 
noon's slalom to rest before 
focusing all her efforts on 
Sunday's downhill. 

The champion is feeling 
the pressure to defend her title 
and hit back at what she re¬ 
gards as unfair criticism as she 
struggles with headaches and 
concentration problems after 
taking a knock to the head in 
training last week. 

"I know what I must do, so 
I can prepare for the downhill

Verdasco, Hewitt, Del 
Potro advance at San 
Jose 



SAN JOSE, California (AFP) 
- Top seed and defending 
champion Fernando Verdasco 
advanced to the quarter-finals 
of the $600,000 ATP SAP 
Open with a 7-5, 7-5 victory 
over Croatian Ivo Karlovic. 

Karlovic blasted 14 aces 
but Verdasco won the only 
two break points of the 
match, the last in the 11th 
game, taking the 27-year-old 
Spaniard into a last-eight en¬ 
counter Friday against Uzbek 
fifth seed Denis Istomin. 

Istomin fired nine aces in 
defeating American Michael 
Russell 7-6 (9/7), 7-6 (7/4). 

Argentina's Juan Martin 
Del Potro, the 2009 US Open 
champion, and Australian 
seventh seed Fleyton Hewitt, 
the 2001 US Open and 2002 
Wimbledon champion, ad¬ 
vanced to a quarter-final 
showdown with second- 
round wins. 

Former world number one 
Hewitt ousted Argentina's 
Brian Dabul 3-6, 7-5, 6-3 
while Del Potro, who has 
fallen from fourth to 484th in 


the rankings with a 
right wrist injury, 
beat Slovakian Fukas 
Facko 6-1, 7-6 (7/1). 

It will be the first 
quarter-final for Del 
Potro since his injury. 
This is only his third 
event of the year and 
first US tournament 
since his US Open 
victory. He lost in the 
second round at the 
Australian Open and 
in Sydney. 

"I’m serving very 
strong," Del Potro 
said. "I’m happy to be 
in a tournament again 
after a year out. I'm 
improving my game 
slowly. That's impor¬ 
tant for the future and 
for the season too. 

"I don't know if I will be 
top 10 again in the future, but 
I know the way to find that 
position in the future. I'm 
working for that goal." 

Hewitt and Del Potro will 
be the first Grand Slam win¬ 
ners to meet at San Jose since 
Andre Agassi beat Michael 
Chang in the first round in 
2003. 

"It will be a tough match," 
Hewitt said. "He's a quality 
player and he's on the come¬ 
back from injury, so he hasn't 
played the most amount of 
tennis. But he's a quality 
player, and if he gets up, it's 
going to be a tough match." 

Japanese eighth seed Kei 
Nishikori became the fourth 
seed to be sent packing, 
falling to 172nd-ranked US 
wild card Tim Smyczek 6-4, 
3-6, 6-1. 

Smyczek will next face 
French second seed Gael 
Monfils, who is seeking his 
first title outside Europe. Mon¬ 
fils ousted American Robert 
Kendrick 6-2, 5-7, 6-4.

DETROIT (AFP) - Dennis 
Rodman, a flamboyant for¬ 
ward who played on five 
NBA championship teams, 
will have his number 10 jer¬ 
sey retired by the Detroit Pis¬ 
tons in an April 1 ceremony, 
the team said Friday. 

Rebounding legend Rod- 
man, who turns 50 in May, 
will be honored at half-time 
when the Pistons, whom he 
helped to the 1989 and 1990 
NBA crowns, play host to the 
Chicago Bulls, whom he 
helped to NBA titles in 1996, 
1997 and 1998. 

"I'm pleased we are honor¬ 
ing Dennis for his accom¬ 
plishments as a player and his 
contributions to the success of 
the organization," said Pistons 
basketball operations presi¬ 
dent Joe Dumars. "His jersey 
retirement is well deserved." 

The April Fool's Day cer¬ 
emony is no joke but some¬ 
what appropriate for 
Rodman, whose over-the-top 
style drew attention far 
greater than his formidable 
basketball skills. 

Rodman's controversial 
antics went well beyond his 
body piercings, tattoos and 
numerous wild hair-dye col¬ 
orings, including run-ins with 
referees, opponents and even 
teammates as he became the 
prototype for a Pistons lineup 
that became known as the 
"Bad Boys". 


Crosby, who scored the 
gold-medal goal for Canada 
in over-time in last year's 
Vancouver Winter Olympics 
against the United States, 
called his slow recovery 
"frustrating" but added "I'm 
expecting to play again this 
year." 

The Penguins captain re¬ 
joined his team for a morning 
workout after spending last 
week with his parents in east¬ 
ern Canada.

Crosby, who leads the

scoring, has already missed 
14 games because of compli¬ 
cations following the concus¬ 
sion and he cannot return 
until he is free of symptoms. 

The 23-year-old play- 
maker was sidelined after hits 
to the head against Washing¬ 
ton on January 1 and four 
days later against Tampa Bay. 

The Penguins are also 
without Russian center 
Evgeni Malkin, who will not 
return from knee surgery 
until September, and center 
Mark Fetestu, who will miss 
four to six weeks with knee 
surgery.

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Woods impresses in Dubai, 
Mcllroy leads 




DUBAI (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods had the round of the 
day at the Dubai Desert Clas¬ 
sic on Friday, but it was Ul¬ 
ster's Golden Boy Rory 
Mcllroy who held on to the 
lead at the halfway stage of 
the Gulfs showcase tourna¬ 
ment. 

Woods produced his best 
golf of the year for a six 
under 66 to bound into con¬ 
tention for a first title in 15 
months. 

He will go into the week¬ 
end on seven under par, four 
strokes shy of Mcllroy who 
added a 68 to his opening 
blast of 65 to stand at 11 
under. 

In second place a stroke 


off the lead is back-to-form 
Sergio Garcia who came in 
with a second straight 67. He 
is level with South Africa's 
Thomas Aiken, who has had 
identical scores to the 
Spaniard. 

Playing alongside the two 
men ahead of him in the 
rankings, Lee Westwood and 
Martin Kaymer, the world 
number three Woods looked 
comfortable and relaxed as 
he took advantage of perfect 
morning playing conditions 
to roll in six birdies, all from 
within fairly comfortable put¬ 
ting range. 

"I've played myself right 
back in the tournament," he 
said 


"I cleaned up the round. I 
didn't make as many mistakes 
as I did yesterday and I think 
I hit the ball a little better 
today." 

Woods' score bettered the 
two three-under 69s he re¬ 
turned two weeks ago in the 
first two rounds at Torrey 
Pines in California when he 
opened his year with a disap¬ 
pointing tie for 44th place in 
the USPGA Tour event. 

Woods opted to continue 
his buildup to April's Mas¬ 
ters, when he will aim to bag 
a 15th major title, in Dubai 
where he has won twice be¬ 
fore in 2006 and 2008. 

Westwood had a 70 and 
was two back from Woods on 
five under. Kaymer had a 71 
and is at four under. 

Mcllroy, whose 65 was 
the talking point of Thurs¬ 
day's opening round, bo¬ 
geyed the second hole to let 
slip the lead. 

But birdies at the seventh 
and the ninth took the 21- 
year-old from Hollywood 
near Belfast to the turn in 34 
and he rejoined Aiken atop 
the leaderboard with another 
pair of birdies at the 12th and 
15 th. 


PARIS (AFP) - Kim Clijsters 
became the world number 
one for the third time in her 
career on Friday when she 
battled back from 3-0 down 
to defeat Australia's Jelena 
Dokic 6-3, 6-0 in the Paris 
Open quarter-finals. 

The 27-year-old reigning 
US and Australian Open 
champion had been number 
one for the first time in her 
career in 2003, when she was 
top for 12 weeks, and then 


again in 2006, spending 
seven weeks at the head of 
the rankings. 

The Belgian will officially 
knock Denmark's Caroline 
Wozniacki, who has yet to 
win a Grand Slam title, from 
the number one slot when the 
new WTA rankings are re¬ 
leased on Monday. 

Clijsters, who had retired 
in 2006 to start a family, has 
also won the 2005 and 2009 
US Open titles.
